Civil War Menaces Young King. 
The young King, who is to assume the 

reins of government only two months hence, 

may, it is feared, face insurrection in all 


war. 
It is significant that the menace of revolu- 
tion comes on the eve of the boy King’s ac- 
cession to the throne. He has never been 
popular with the masses, who have always 
hated his mother. It has been predicted for 
years that a revolution would deprive him of 
his crown as soo as he assumed it. The 
storm has gathered for some time and seems 
about to break, and Sagasta and Weyler will 
have to exercise all their power to prevent 


_ the overturning of the present monarchy. 


The trades unions in every city in Spain 
have indorsed the Barcelona strikers. 
cendiary placards are posted in all the 
Mediterranean ports, calling upon laboring 
men to rise. The Socialists everywhere are 
faning the flames of revolt. The strike is 
spreading. 

Premier Sagasta and General Weyler held 
repeated conferences with the Queen Regent 
last night and today. The sternest of meas- 
ures will be taken to save the throne for 
the young King. The dissolution of the 
Cortes is likely to follow the. proclamation 
of martial law, and then Weyler will prac- 
tically be Dictator. 


Battle at Barcelona, 

The dispatches telling of serious fighting 
today in Barcelona are as follows: 

„A flerce battle has been fought between 
the troops and the rioters in the suburb of 
Barcelona known as Sano. Before the en- 
gagement the cavalry and infantry had been 
posted in the most dangerous points and a 
field battery had been located on the plaza, 
from which vantage point the guns could 
sweep the surrounding streets. 

“When the final clash with the troops 
occurred the artillery was brought into ac- 
tion and raked street after street. The riot- 
ers engaged the batteries at close range, 
but were finally driven off. 


Victims Number 500. 

It is reported that 500 persons were 
killed and wounded on both sides. The en- 
tire neighborhood was wrecked by the shells. 
The ruins caught fire and this completed the 
destruction. 

“Further fighting is reported at Mataro 
(fifteen miles from Barcelona), where a 
quantity of arms have been discovered. 
Fighting also reported at Tortosa and 
Tarr , respectively 100 and fifty miles 
gouthwest of Barcelona.“ 

Street Fighting Continues. 

According to telegrams received here late 
tonight from Barcelona, the street fighting 
there continues. The heavy rain which fell 
during the day helped to disperse the riot- 
ers, and the authorities are taking severe 
measures. 

Forty workmen’s associations have been 
dissolved and the members of their commit- 
tees arrested. The dwellings of the strike 
leaders and of Anarchists are being régis- 
tered and put under guard. 


Battleship Ordered to Scene, 

The battleship Pelayo has been ordered to 
Barcelona.

Departure of the Twenty-ninth from 
the North Shore Barracks Is Pre- 
ceded by Spectacular Ceremonies, 
One of Which Is Performed as the 
Train Is Leaving the Station—Men in 
Good Spirits and Anxious to See 
Service. | 


Two minutes before his departure 8 
Fort Sheridan for the Philippines yesterday 
Corporal Charles Johnson of Company I. 
Twenty-ninth Infantry, was married to Miss 
Bessie Wilson. 

The ceremony was performed by Father 
E. J. Vattmann, chaplain of the post, who 
stood on the rear platform of the last car 
of the first of three Chicago and Northwest- 
ern trains which transported the soldiers” 
from the fort. The chaplain concluded the 
ceremony as the train was pulling away 


time to embrace his bride and climb aboard 
the second section of the train, on which his 
company was carried. 

The incident, while the most dramatic, 
was one of several that marked the de- 
parture of the Second and Third Battalions 
of the Twenty-ninth for Service in the Orient. 
Only a short time before Father Vattmann 
had officiated at the marriage of Sergeant 
E. F. Smith and Miss Bessie St. Clair. 


Cheers, Tears, and Weddings. 


e ceremonies were performed amid the 
cheers and tears of more than a thousand 
soldiers and as many spectators who con- 
gregated about the guardhouse just pre- 
vious to the departure of the first section 
at 11 o’clock. The troops were moved in 
three trains of fifteen coaches each, and 
Father Vattmann was with the commis, 
sioned staff on the first. 

Early in the morning Sergeant Smith had 
notified the chaplain that he would require 
his services, and shortly after 10 o’clock, 
as the officers, the band, and companies E 
and F were boarding the train, the soldier 
and Miss St. Clair were married. 

Corporal Johnson and Sergeant Smith were 
fast friends. When Smith confided to his 
chum at daybreak that he was to be mar- 
ried before he left thé post the corporal was 
possessed of the idea of making sure of his 
bride also and left posthaste for Chicago. 
where he secured a license. Miss Wilson, 
whose home is on the porth shore, but who 
is employed in Chicago, was visited next, 
her consent to the ceremony secured, and 
the couple took the first train for Fort 
Sheridan. 


Blessing and a Purse. 

The sweethearts arrived not a moment too 
soon. Rushing to the first of the three trains, 
Johnson summoned Father Vattmann, 
showed him the marriage license, and asked 
him to hasten the ceremony. While the en- 
gineer was testing the air, the conductor was 
calling All aboard,“ and the officers were 
giving their last orders, the chaplain began 
reciting the shortest ritual he knew. His 
blessing was bestowed as the train was 
rounding a curve on its way to the coast. 

While Johnson and his bride had been fa- 
cing the chaplain the wives of the officers

RUMOR STRIKES 
CHIEF O'NEILL 


While Head of Police Depart- 


45 ment Makes Music Re- 


port Has Him Slain 
by Assassin. 


STORY STIRS THE CITY. 


Missing Three Hours and at 9 
O'Clock Is Found at Resi- 
dence of Patrolman 
Playing Duets. 


SEARCH BY THE POLICE. 


Francis O’Neill, Chief of Police, was lost 
for three hours last evening, and wild ru- 
mors spread throughout the city, vaguely 
to the effect that he had been killed. Mem- 
bers of the force were sent hither and thither 
in search for him, and the alarm was gen- 
eral. 

All the time the Chief was sitting quietly 
in the house of Patrolman James O'Neill 
in Brighton Park, playing Irish melodies 
on the flute to the other’s violin accompani- 
ment. His whereabouts was not discovered 
until an officer went to James O’Neill’s 


house from the Brighton Park Station short- 


ly before 9 o’clock, and then the Chief left 
for his home, 5448 Drexel avenue, to reas- 
sure the members of his family. 

At 6 o’clock in the evening the following 
press bulletin was sent out: 

It is rumored that Chief of Police O’ Neill has boon 
assassinated. No tangible ground for the rumor 
has yet appeared. It apparently started in 
telephone messages to the police stations. At the 


present time Chief O'Neill has not reached his | 


home. His family expected him earlier. 
lice are ignorant of his whereabouts. 


Police Begin General Search. 


This was the signal for a general search. 
The police took up the rumor and sent out- 
to every place where the Chief was known to 
call for a social evening. At 9:15 o’clock the 
second press bulletin, announcing the find- 
ing of the missing Chief, was received. It 
read: 

Chief of Police O'Neill has been found at the 
home of a policeman in Brighton Park. He is 
unharmed. 

The family of the missing man had suffered 
the greatest apprehension. Mrs. O'Neill and 
her five children were among the first to 
hear the rumor, and naturally they feared 
that some desperate character had sought 
revenge on the head of the Police depart- 
ment. The rumor spread quickly all over the 
down-town district, and police stations re- 
ceived calls from many clubs and hotels. 


First Heard at Armory station. 


The rumor apparently came into the Har- 
rison Street Station at 6 o’clock. Some one 
asked over the telephone if the report of the 
Chief’s assassination had been confirmed, 
and the police at once sought verification of 
the tale. 

-From Harrison street the message went to 


The po- 


the Central Station, in the City Hall, and 


was telephoned to every precinct in the city. 
It was just at roll call, and the commanding: 
_ officers sent their men out to their posts with 
“instructions to watch for any information 
with the greatest care. At the Fiftieth 
Street Station, Fiftleth and State streets, 
the Chief’s buggy was found in the barn, but 
the driver, Henry Schmidt, was gone. Lieu- 
tenant Dennis Conway, attached to the 
Chief's office, remembered that his superior 

had announced his intention of going direct- 
ly home when he left the office in the middle 
of thie ite noon. The affair took on an air 


of mystery. 


. Haunts All Searched. 

It was known that the Chief has several 
quiet "haunts to which he is prone to slip 
away when he wishes relief from the cares 
of the Police department. A list was made 
up from every source and patrolmen were 
sent to them. Among them were, the house 
of Edward Cronin, who lives at 1600 North 
Hamilton avenue, and McMahon’ 8 farm, out 
in Palos, near Worth. 

Just before 9 o’clock a message came from 
the Brighton Park Station that the head of 
the force had been found, and was on his 


way home. Then the police drew a long 


breath. Private Secretary James Markham, 
who had hurried into the City Hall shortly 
after 8 o’clock, having just heard the rumor, 
remembéred the musical sympathy between 
the commanding officer and the patrolman, 
and wondered why he had not thought of it 


before. | 
Visit a Second Thought. 

It appears that the Chief closed his desk 
shortly after 3 o’clock, after telling Lieu- 
tenant Conway he was going home. Then 
he remarked to Secretary Markham that he 
had a headache, and he thought a ride would 
do him good. He got into his buggy and 
started south. The trip to Brighton Park 
was not thought of until several blocks were 
covered, when a musical inspiration seized 
him. 

J will go out and take supper with Jim- 
my O'Neill,“ he said to Schmidt, and after 
supper we will have a little music.”’ 

Reaching O'Neill's home, Schmidt was dis- 
missed for the night, and lost no time in 
getting to the Fiftieth Street Station, and 
putting the horse in the stable.

The Long bill provides in effect that after 
there is a stable government established in 
Cuba, and after it has provided by treaty 
for the admission of all goods coming from 
the United States at a reduction of 40 per 
cent below the rates charged by Cuba against 
goods from other countries, thereupon the 
President shall be authorized to issue @ 
proclamation remitting 40 per cent of the 
Dingley rates on all goods coming into the 
United States from the Island of Cuba. 

This is horizontal reciprocity pure and sim- 
ple, and Mr. Long, who one of the young 
est but unquestionably one of the ablest 
members of the Ways und Means commit- 
tee, has been generally congratulated this 
afternoon on the simplicity with which he 
has formulated the bill, which unquestiona- 
bly gives the necessary relief. to Cuba and 
at the same time puts the United States in 
a position to control absolutely 
trade of Cuba. 

It does not at all follow that Mr. 1 
bill will pass the House, but it will come 
back to the House some day beyond all 
question in the form of a Senate amend- 
ment, and the Long bill, which unquestiona- 
bly reflects the views of the administration, 
will almost certainly be the basis of the leg- 
islation for Cuba.

From Depot to Auditorium. 


The .Committee on Arrangements has ar- 
rived at the bulletin stage of its efforts, 
‘and last night completed detailed plans for 
the Prince’s reception at the Union Station 
and the trip tothe Auditorium. The Prince’s 
carriage will stop directly opposite the main 
gate at the station, and from the time he

police. The entire space over which his car- 
rlage will pass in going from the station to 
the hotel will be guarded. 
At the station a triangle will be form 
‘with the gate as the apex and Prince Henry’ 
coach as the base. In the hollow of the tri- 
angle Prince Henry will be received. From 
there two long rows of police will line both 
sides of Jackson boulevard and Michigan 
avenue to the hotel. . 
Cavalry Guard Decided On. 

Immediately in front of the main entrance 
to the station a cavalry escore of fifty men, 
commanded by Colonel Young, will be drawn 
up at the west curb line of Canal street, and 
at the intersection of Canal street and Jack- 
son boulevard a detail of West Park police 
will join the line of regular police in guard- 
ing the intersection. Another detail of 
mounted South Park police will await the 
coming of the procession at the east ap- 
proach of the bridge in Jackson boulevard 
and will precede the cavalry escort to the 
hotel, where they will form a line across 
Michigan avenue at a point about midway of 
Congress street. 855 

The order of carriages and their occupants 
has not yet been decided on, but will be an- 
nmounced within a few days. Printed copies 
of the details will be placed in the hands 
of every one having anything to do with the 
reception of the Prince so as to avoid con- 
fusion. 

Prince Henry will ride to the hotel amid a 
blase of red fire. One thousand ex-German 
soldiers under August Eschemann, L. Tan- 
ser, and Martin Gass will line up between 
the policemen guarding the way, and will 
burn red fire torches as the Prince’s car- 
riage passes. In addition lights will blaze 
from business houses alongthe way. 

The committee agreed yésterday that no 
dinnér should be given for the Prince after 
the ball. It is probable a simple buffet sup- 
per will be served to all guests at the ball, 
and the Prince and other distinguished 
guests will joininthis. 

Want Decorations for Armory. 

Those who are more particularly interested 
in the First Regiment Armory German- 
American demonstration than any other fea- 
ture of the entertainment planned for Prince 
Henry are in a quandary over decorations. 
They complain of being short of funds and 
will appeal to the Finance committee for 
more money. They at first thought $600 
would be sufficient to decorate the Armory 
in fitting style, but this has been found to 
be inadequate, and they are complaining 
that too much money is to be expended on 
the Auditorium to the neglect of the ar- 
mory. 


PRINCE’S VISIT TO CONGRESS. 


Kaiser's Brother to Be Entertained by 
Both House and Senate Next 
Monday. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—Arrangements 
have been completed for the reception of 
Prince Henry when he comes to the Capitol 
next Monday afternoon. The Prince will be 
accompanied by Ambassador von Holleben 
and the members of his staff. The party will 
arrive about 4 o'clock. A committee of mem- 
bers of the House will be in waiting to re- 
ceive him, as the visit to the Senate will 
have to be made later, owing to the taking 
of the vote on the Philippine bill at 4 o’clock. 
Representatives Grosvenor and Hitt and one 
Democratic: member, probably Representa- 
tive Dinsmore, will constitute the committee. 
The Prince will be escorted first to Speaker 
Henderson's private office, and later to the 

Speaker's reserved seats in the gallery. One

Later Prince Henry will occupy the Ways 
and Means committee room for a time in or- 
der that members of the House may be 

nted to him in person. 

At the conclusion of the presentations of

FEAR ICE GORGES IN RIVERS. 


Danger of Great Flood and Heavy Loss 
in Allegheny, Monongehela, | 
and Ohio Valleys. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 20.—A sleet-storm to- 


two days of rain predicted, threatens great 
danger from gorges of ice in the Allegheny 
and Monongehala Rivers. The obstruc- 
tions are of the most serious character and 
menace river craft moored between this 
point and Wheeling. Should the rains bring 
down the heavy snows from up-river points 
the flood is likely to be a record-breaker. 

The gorge in the Allegheny extends from 
Pittsburg seventy miles up the river, and 
varies in thickness from five to sixteen feet. 
The ice is frozen to the bottom of the river 
in many places and is damming the water. 

The gorge in the Monongahela is not feared 
s0 much because the numerous dams will 
serve to break the ice. 

The situation was made worse today by 
the formation of a gorge in the Yough- 
dogheny at Versailles.

Effect of Crude Oil. 


The oil found in the basement may 
have been an incidental cause, but it was 
not the primary. If I should be compelled 
to make a choice of the three theories I 
should choose the general and natural leak- 
age of gas in all mains, which cannot be 
stopped. Under frozen ground the gas fol- 
lows the mains to an escape into some 
basement or any place where a pocket can 
be formed. Then an explosion is likely. I 
believe the sewer department should trace 
the source of the oil, and I think this jury 
ought to recommend a system of mechan- 
pee ventilation for all sewers and con-

Pintsch Mains cement Covered. 


From Superintendent Peterson’s testimony 
it was learned that Pintsch gas mains are 
covered with a thick coating of cement to 
guard against all leaks and prevent elec- 
trolysis. This gas is piped at a pressure 
of 140 pounds. 

The company is using a two-inch pipe 
which runs in the rear of the Trostel place. 
A second two-inch pipe runs alongside of 
this one, but it developed a leak in Purple 
street, between Twenty-first and Twenty- 
seconds streets, after being used a few 
hours, and this was abandoned at once. He 
believed that owing to its construction there 
could not have been any leakage from the 
four-inch main. 

Just what has caused the odor in Archer 
avenue has not been agreed upon. The 
witnesses for the gas company with one 
voice call it sewer gas, and others say it 
is crude oil, illuminating or Pintsch gas. 

Franklin R. Gentry, chief complaint clerk 
of the gas company, testified that he han- 
died all complaints for the company and 
had received no notice of leaking pipes in 
the vicinity of the explosion for a month 
before it happened. This was in direct 
conflict with other evidence.

PLOP 10 KILL RICE 


‘MILLIONAIRE’S VALET DESCRIBES 


HOW HE WAS MURDERED. 


Declares Patrick Laid Plans and He 
Carried Them Out—Aged Man Given 
Mercury and Iron Pills, but, Al- 


though Death Was Coming, Lawyer | | 
Decided on More Haste—Jones Con- | 


fesses Administering Chloroform 
Which Completed Work. | 


‘ 


New York, Feb. 20.—A dramatic point in 
the trial of Lawyer Albert T. Patrick, 
harged with the murder of the Texas mil- 
13 William Marsh Rice, was reached 
this afternoon. Charles F. Jones, the valet. 
had been relating. the circumstances lead- 
ing up to the death of Mr. Rice in Septem- 
ber. Then, plunging at once into details, 
he held the attention of his audience to the 
end of his recital. Freed of minor points, 
his story follows: 2 

In August Patrick grew impatient. Mr. 
Rice, although an invalid, was living too 
long to suit the lawyer’s purpose. Patrick 
said he would come to the hose and kil! 
him if necessary. He suggested chloroform. 
and Jones said he would get some. The 
idea of chioroform as a means was sug- 
gested by a magazine article. It was de- 
termined on after Jones talked with a phy- 
sician, who said a person whose heart was 
affected, as was Mr. Rice’s; could be most 
easily killed with it, and that little trace 
of the drug would be left. Jones got a 
two-ounce vial of it by writing to his broth- 
er in Texas. 

Weaken Patient with Drugs. 

Jones then told of the alleged plan adopted 
to weaken the already sick old man. This 
was by giving him mercury and iron pills. 
The pills brought on diarrhea. Then, un 
wittingly, a friend brought Mr. Rice ba- 
nanas. Of these the old man ate nine. The 
fruit made him exceedingly ill, and the 
weakening doses of mercury were kept up. 

By Saturday, being the eighth day of the 
last illness, Mr. Rice became delirious. This 
testimony brought the events up to Sunday, 
the day of death, and the. witness had said 
that during these ten days of illness he had 
kept Patrick informed of the details person- 
ally and by telephone. : 


F Decide to Kill Rice. 


William Marsh Rice's quick death, the wit< 
ness declared, was decided upon at a con- 
ference between Patrick and Jones, held 
on Saturday night. Jones had told the law- 
yer of the arrival of a Graft for $25,000. Pat- 
rick told him it was time to apply the chlo- 
roform now that the draft had come and Cap- 
tain Baker was coming, or they would lose 
all. Jones agreed. 


Tells How He Killed Patient. 


Jones here told his story of the killing. 

I made a cone of a towel saturated with 
chloroform, and placed it over my own face. 
I felt the effect and then put more chloro- 
form on it and went into Mr. Rice’s room. 
He was still sleeping. I put the cone over 
his face and ran out of the room. There 
was a violent ring at the dobr bell just then, 
and I looked out and saw some one. I think 
it was a woman, but I was too excited to be 


sure. | 

IJ went back to Mr. Rice’s room. He was 
lying just as I left him. I took the towel 
off his face and put it in the fire. It burned. 
Then I opened all the dows and tele- 
phoned to Patrick. 

: Tells Patrick of Death. 

„Patrick had told me to say if all was 
over: ‘Mr. Rice is ill,” and that was the 
message I gave. Patrick said he would come 
over, but that he did not want to get there 
before Dr. Curry arrived. They reached the 
house together. I met them and told them 
He is dead.“ 

„Patrick exclaimed, O. my God! That is 
the worst thing that could have happened 
to me. He told me beforehand that he in- 
tended to say that to deceive Dr. Curry. 

„% The doctor said he would need an under- 
taker, and Patrick said, ‘ Yes, and a death 
Dr. Curry made out the cer- 
tificate and the undertaker was sent for. 
Patrick visited the room where Mr. Rice's 
papers were kept and took away with him 
all the papers he could find. Patrick talked 
to me in Dr. Curry’s presence and gave no 
hint of anything wrong.“

BEGGARS BLISTER THEMSELVES 
TO EXCITE PITY. 


Acids Used on Cuticle to Draw Money 
from the Sympathetic—Police Raid 
Their West Side Rendezvous and 
Several Are Arrested and Fined. 
Heavily — Spurious Injuries Shown 
in the Court of Justice Sabath—Pre- 
tended Blindness Another Plan. 


Self-application of acids which burn and 
blister the body is the latest ruse resorted 
to by the professional beggars of the West 
‘Side as a means of getting alms from the 


the streets*and public places. 

According to the Maxwell street police there 
are scores of these persons who live in the 
neighborhood of Sangamon and Monroe 
streets. These beggars long have been play- 
ing on the feelings of the public, the police 
say, and the ones who are most skillful have 
acquired snug little fortunes. 


Limp Out for Day’s Work. 

Every morning a careful observer can stand 
in the vicinity of the beggar rendezvous and 
see dozens of strong looking men and women 
limping down the street, some of them car- 
rying their arms in slings and others being 
led by a child, with a large placard hung 
about their shoulders on which is printed the 
words, I am blind,“ or Please help the 
poor unfortunate blind man.” 

Other members of this beggar fraternity 
feign deafness or pretend to have lost their 
speech. These carry cards on which are 
printed crude verses designed to move the 
giver to pity. : 

A formal declaration of war was made on 
this colony of professional beggars yester- 
day by the police, and as a result two of the 
leaders were landed in Justice Sabath’s po- 
lice court. Their names were Joseph How- 
ard and Frank Tappan. Both prisoners car- 
ried bandaged arms and wore a forlorn ex- 
pression on their faces, but their apparent 
sufferings did not strike the emotional side 
of Justice Sabath. 

Bare your arms,“ ordered the magistraté, 
„and let me see how lame you are.“ | 

The prisoners reluctantly obeyed and held 
up their inflamed wrists for the inspection 
of the court. 


Blister Themselves with Acid. 

Those men burned themselves with acid,“ 
declared Policeman Root, and, to confirm his 
statement, he tightly squeezed Howard's 
wrist. The latter did not wince with pain 
as was anticipated, but smiled and admitted 
that for years he had tortured himself in or- 
der to excite the public sympathy.

% There has been considerable discussion 
in the State over the reports of the amount 
of wheat on hand, Some elevator repre- 
sentatives are credited with the statement 
that at least one-third of the crop is still in 
the granaries, because the farmers have 
plenty of money and there is no immediate 
necessity of putting the grain on the mar- 
ket. The statement seems scarcely borne 
out by the facts and the amount of wheat 
in the State is perhaps smaller than usually 
thought. The crop was overestimated be- 
cause of the acreage uncut, Many estimaters 
base the yield as shown by what was har- 
vested on the acreage said to have been 
sown, which boosted figures beyond the 
actual yield. Private’ grain buyers assert 
that there is little more wheat in the State 
now than will be needed for seed, especially 
as established farmers will have to supply 
the wants of new settlers in the northwest- 
ern part ot the State.“

Bank Statement Forecast. 
New York banks apparently lost in cash 


$1,212,000 in the bank statement week. The 
forecast of today’s statement is as follows: 
The feature of the known movements of 
money this week is unusually large ship- 
ments of funds to Boston and Philadelphia, 
for which apparently there is no specific ex- 
planation. 


“The banks in the four business days 


under review received direct from the in- 
terior $2,526,500, compared with receipts for 
five days last week of 83,427,901, and they 
shipped $3,030,100, against shipments of 
$2,279,100 last week, a loss on this week's 
movement of $503,600. In addition they lost 
to the Subtreasury $709,000, an apparent ag- 
gregate loss in cash of $1,212,000.

ly mixed. Several banks have increased their 
loans and deposits; but one of the most 
prominent institutions which showed in the 
last few weeks heavy increases in the two 
items has this week also increased its cash 
and deposits.“

In order to consummate this plan it 
will be necessary for every stockholder of 
the Corn Exchange National Bank, of record 
now, to voluntarily approve this plan by 
waiving all rights to subscribe for the new 
stock, and instruct the directors to sell the 
game as proposed. We believe that you will 
readily approve the recommendation of the 
directors and sign and return the inclosed 
agreement at once.’

IN INSURANCE 


WESTERN MANAGERS AWAITING 
ORDERS TO IN CREASE RATES. 


Fire Risk Leaders Expect tusbeestions 
from the East to Boost Charges at 
One, It Being Figured That the 
Public Is Well Prepared at This 
Time for Such an Action—Fear to 
Defer Advance Till the Semi-An- 
nual Meeting. 


Western managers of fire insurance com- 
panies are awaiting detailed instructions 
from New York as to rate increases in the 
Western union field. If left to themselves 
they would be apt to wait till the semi-an- 


nual meeting of the union, to be held March 


12, but telegrams received lead to the belief 
that the detailed instructions expected to- 
day will insist upon immediate action. 

A meeting has been called for tonight at 
the Union League club to go over the situa- 
tion, and it is likely that action on rate ad- 
vances will be taken by the Governing com- 
mittee of the union at its first meeting there- 
after if that is the course decided upon. 

Company officials hold that this is the psy- 
chological moment for rate advances, with 
the public ready to accept any action that 
will assure sound companies and reliable in- 
surance, and that by the time for the semi- 
annual ee the opportunity will have 


passed. 
— 


P. D. McGregor, Western manager of the 
Queen, will address the Fire Insurance club 
of Chicago on Tuesday evening, taking up, 
the questions to have been used jn the aban- 
doned examination for insurance clerks. 

The Manchester Fire is taking up a large 
number of agencies in the smaller and un- 
protected towns. 

A tobacco schedule is being applied to stor- 
age and sorting warehouses in Wisconsin, 
making a maximum increase of 10 per cent. 
Tobacco rates are being pushed up all over 
the country, owing to heavy claims for 
smoke and water, as well as fire damage. 

Since its $500,000 loss early this month 
Springfield, O., is asking the Legislature to 


authorize $150,000 in bonds to improve the 


fire department. The Krell-French Piano 
company, one of the concerns burned out, 
gays the loss was due to the e neg- 
ligence of the city. 

As is customary where . is a public 
calamity, the companies are paying losses at 
Waterbury without waiting for the sixty- 
day clause. The volume of business has 
been greatly increased in Connecticut and 
New Jersey by the recent fires. | 

A bill has been introduced in the Iowa 
Legislature prohibiting the reinsurance of 
the risks of State companies in outside com- 
panies. The State companies pay a tax of 
1 per cent on gross permiums, while com- 
panies of other States pay 2% per cent and 
those of other countries 3% per cent. It is 
charged that outside companies have been 
reinsuring Iowa companies so as to avoid 
paying the higher tax. 

The Pheenix of London, having age 
doned the proposed amalgamation with the 
Atlas, is strengthening its position in this 
country by sending over $300,000. to be added 
to the assets of its United States branch. 


OYSTER SUPPLY SH!RT 
AND NO RELIEF IN SIGHT. 


Recent Storms on the Atlantic Coast In- 
terfere with the Fishing Fleet and 
Al Sea Food Is Scarce. 


With Lent just begun, Chicago faces a 
shortage in the supply of oysters and sea 
fish. The recent storms on the Atlantic coast 
have interfered with the operations of the 
fishing fleet to such an extent that sea foods 
will soon be luxuries. The supply of oys- 
ters in Chicago is about half what it should 
be, and there Is no relief in sight for at least 
ten days. 


The stocks which big dealers carry for 


an emergency have been exhausted, and the 
wholesalers are depending on daily ship- 
ments. The fishermen in New York are 
idle. The gales have driven all of the fleet 
into harbors. 

The price of oysters in bulk has been 
advanced 10 per cent,“ said C. W. Turner of 
A. Booth & Co. yesterday. This does not 
represent what we have to pay for them, 
for our cost has gone up fully 30 per cent. 
We have only about 60 per cent of our usual 
supply this week, and last week it was even 
worse. It will take at least ten days before 
the market reaches a normal condition. Shell 
oysters have not been advanced yet, blue 
points being $1 a hundred, and larger ones 
$2 a hundred. Oysters have been of a better 
quality this year, and the demand has grown 
largely on this account. This makes the 
shortage all the more serious. We are sell- 
ing bulk oysters for $1.25 a gallon and se- 
lects bring $1.90. The less business we do 
at these figures the less money we will 
lose.“ 

It was said at Rector’s that the shortage 
had not been felt, for the reason that this 
restaurant takes nearly the entire output 
of one dealer, and he had been able to keep 
up his shipments throughout the blizzard.

THE PRESIDENT ON THE SCHLEY OASE. 

The opinion of President Roosevelt in the 
Schley case is manifestly an effort to satisfy 
both sides, with the result that he will sat- 
isfy neither. He distributes praise and 
blame with an impartial hand. Certain of 
the parties to the controversy will think the 
praise was unearned, while others will look 
on the blame as undeserved. 

The President’s manner of dealing with 
a case which had been appealed to him on 
specified exceptions is an unusual one. He 
has not confined his attention to the excep- 
tions. He has felt warranted in constitut-. 
ing himself a tribunal to retry the entire 
case and matters in controversy outside the 
case. He has not restricted himself to an 


called before himself witnesses, and bases 
his conclusions on testimony given to him 
in camera, without affording opportunity 
for cross-examination to either side. This 
is a legitimate method on the part of a 
historian preparing to write an account of a 
sea fight. It is not the customary method 
when an appeal has been taken from a 
lower to a higher court and the record of 
the court below has been submitted as the 
basis of the appeal. 

The President goes outside the record of 
the court of inquiry. He passes judgment 
not only upon the findings of the court, but 
upon the court itself. The Secretary of the 
Navy will not be gratified by the Presi- 
dent’s conclusion that the conduct of Ad- 
miral Schley prior to the battle of Santiago 
was not a proper subject for inquiry. The 
court itself will not accept this judgment 
as a testimonial to its own discernment. 
The friends of Admiral Sampson will object 
vigorously to some of the language of the 
President; especially to that in which he 
impliedly censures Sampson for incorporat- 
ing the charge of “ reprehensible conduct ” 
in his dispatches immediately after the 
battle of Santiago. 

The opinion of the President is at times 
confusing and bewildering. He states it 
as an admitted fact that Admiral Sampson 
left Admiral Schley “ as senior officer of the 
blockading squadron on July 3 when he 
(Sampson) steamed away on his proper er- 
rand of communication with General 
Shafter.” In another place the President 
says that “if Admiral Schley’s actions 
were censurable he should not have been 
left as second in command under Admiral 
Sampson.” | 

Yet the President finds that neither Samp- 
son nor Schley was really entitled to any 
unusual or preéminent credit—that neither 
of them was in command except in a tech- 
nical sense. Then he finds that-both were in 
command, but that “the command was of 
merely nominal character. Technically 
Sampson commanded the fleet, and Schley 
as usual the western division,” which was 
the only division in the fight after the first 
fifteen minutes. 

This emphatic opinion is followed up in 
the next paragraph with the statement that 
“so far as the actual fight was concerned 
neither the one nor the other, in fact, exer- 
cised any command.“ Thus each was en- 
titled to some credit, but neither was en- 
titled to much credit. “ It was a Captains} 
fight —it fought itself. The “senior 
officer ”’ was not in command, and was not 
a Captain, hence, we presume, he was not 
there. Still he was to blame for the 
“loop.” Admiral Schley being present, but 
not a Captain, was responsible for his own 
conduct and that of nobody else, although 
if anybody else had erred and Admiral 
Schley had noted the error and had failed 
to correct it he might have been responsible 
for neglect of duty. 7 

The President is honest in his conclusions. 
He has striven hard to be impartial and dis- 
passionate. He is convinced that he has 
taken the proper view of this matter: But 
he set out with a preconceived opinion that 
this Santiago battle was “a Captains’ 
fight,” and it was reasonably certain that 
he would not depart from that opinion. 
It is not a new one with him. It was 
formed and expressed by him as long ago 
as the occasion of the presentation of a 
sword to Admiral Philip in New York. 
Mr. Roosevelt then made the presentation’ 
speech and declared in it that Santiago 
was a Captains’ fight,” and that they alone 
were entitled to special credit for it. In 
the opinion delivered on Wednesday the 
President adheres to his original position. 

Not attaching too much importance to the 
finely spun arguments of the President, his 
conclusions are generally adverse to Ad- 
miral Schley at every point. While the 
President travels outside of the record and. 
censures the court of inquiry for not con- 
demning Schley where it failed to con- 
demn him, he also disapproves of the find- 
ing of the court in condemning him where it 
did condemn him. The President censures 
Admiral Schley even more pointedly than 
the court of inquiry did, because he im- 
plies, although he does not say it in so many 
words, that the outward turn or loop was 
inspired by timidity. The President’s opin- 
ion is an imputation upon the courage of 
Schley. It partly justifies Maclay’s state- 
ment that Schley “ turned in caitiff flight.” 
If the President believes that Schley was 
overcome by timidity at the moment of the 
loop why was Maclay dismissed from the 
navy? The court of inquiry found that 
Schley was “ self-possessed” during the 
whole battle and by his example encouraged 
his officers and men to courageous conduct. 
The President finds that he was not self- 
possessed at the moment of the loop. 

The President is a bit too sanguine in 
commanding peace on this question. It is 
not in the power of the President of the 
United States to say tothe waves: Peace, 
be stillf’ and exact obedience to his com. 
mand. The American people will not ac- 
cept the authority even of so exalted a 
personage as the President of the United 
States on a question of this kind. No au- 
thority is final except that which proceeds 
from the judgment of the people them- 
selves in their collective capacity. The 
people have little respect for the findings of 
courts-martial and courts of inquiry. The 
procedure before such courts is so erratic 
and is based upon such rudimentary ideas 
of what constitutes evidence, and the 
verdicts arrived at are so often reversed 
by subsequent courts, that the people do 
not consider any question of military or 
naval history finally adjudicated until al 
the actors have passed from the scene.

It 
throws licht on the methods by which some 
detectives acquire great reputations. It also 
illustrates how justice, which is proverbially 
blind, ought 2 be possessed of the 
secret of secon ght. 

One afternoon a fashionably dressed, keen 
eyed man, wearing overmuch jewelry, came 
up to the office and sent his card in to the 
old man.” The old man was the Manag- 
ing Editor.

„Will you have to shoot them?“ 

Not for a minute. Weill do a lot of shoot- 
ing in the air, but nothing more, They’re a 
lot of stiffs and we’ll just scare ’em to death. 
They ain't any of em dangerous.”

Most of the party ate supper together in an 
upper room in the little hotel at Momence. Of 
course, no names were put on the register, 


and the detectives had gone into the hotel one 


by one at a side door. Nothing was done to 
excite suspicion in any way. | 

Presently the lookout reported that the 
sleigh full of robbers, with the. “ stool- 
pigeon ’’ on board, had just driven by the 
hotel for their long ride into the country 
where the safe in the grain elevator was 
to be blown open and robbed. That gave 
plenty of time for a smoke before it was 
necessary to get into position. 

About 10 o’clock, in order to provide 
against the possibility of accident, Mr. Hark- 
ness sent his men to get into place. It was 
bitterly cold and a terrific blizzard washowl- 
ing through the town, so that when the party 
started out the streets were entirely de- 
serted. By way of protection from the storm 
until it became necessary to go out into the 
night a big vacant hall on the second floor of 
a business block opposite the bank building, 
which was on a corner, was selected as head- 
quarters, Here gathered, besides the detec- 
tives from Chicago, the City Marshal of 
Momence, armed with an enormous revolver, 
and several of the other town officials: 

Shortly before 11 o'clock the detachments 
were posted, entirely surrounding the bank 
building. The old reporter was assigned to 
duty with the City Marshal, and they were 
stationed just inside the entrance to a stair- 
way leading tothe upper stories of a business 
bleck on one side of the bank.

WAYNE MACVEAGH WRITES oF 
SPANISH WAR INCIDENT. 


Believes It Undesirable That United 
States Should send Embassies to 
Coronation — Defends Act of For- 
eign Diplomats, Saying They Acted 
Within Their Rights and Joint 
Communication Was Justified— 
Rises to Praise Lord Pauncefote. 


[From the Washington Post.] 

Editor Post: As I am about to find fault, 
I had better begin by confessing that in 
the matter of our sending special embassies 
to attend royal and imperial ceremonies in 
Europe you have quite converted me. The 
more I reflect upon it the more clear it seems 
to me that it is alike undesirable and un- 
dignified in us, whose fathers fought seven 
years to be rid of Kings and crowns, to send 
persons to pay homage to a gentleman who 
calls himself a King and who is putting on 
his head what he calls a crown. But, if our 
republic is to be represented on such occa- 
sions, it could not be represented more 
worthily than by the distinguished and rep- 
resentative citizens whom President Roose- 
velt has selected. 


Defends George W. Smalley. 

Now for the fault-finding. It is quite clear 
you haye a wholly incorrect notion of Mr, 
George W. Smalley. I have known him all 
his life, and on most subjects I have always 
found myself holding different opinions from 
those he entertained—a habit I still keep up— 
but from the days on which he stood by 
Hooker at Antietam and by Rosecrans at 
Murfreesboro, and brilliantly described the 
varying fortunes of those battles, he has, so 
far as I am aware, reflected nothing but 
credit upon the profession to which you and 
he alike belong. 

While still a young man he went to Lon- 


don as a correspondent of the Tribune, with- 


out a single acquaintance there and without 
the aid of wealth or official position or pres- 
tige of any kind, and yet as such correspond- 
ent he secured for himself not only the ac- 
quaintance but the respect and confidence of 
almost every Englishman of real eminence 
either in literature or in politics, while all 
our Ministers to the court of St. James, 
differing no matter how widely in other re- 
spects, found in him a prudent adviser and a 
faithful and loyal friend. 

I admit it is a great misfortune for any 


American to live out of his own country for 


any considerable iod of time, but Mr. 
Smalley now comes home to représent here 
a newspaper with which I am seldom in ac- 
cord, but which certainly is in dignity and 
influence second to no journal in the world. 
That is a career, it strikes me, of which all 
you journalists ought to be proud. 


Reasons of Appeal for Peace, 

Then, I think you are also wrong in your 
view of the telegram the representatives of 
the great powers sent to their governments 
on April 14, 1898, for the only sound objec- 
tion to it is that it was sure to be futile be- 
cause it was too late. For all practical pur- 
poses, the war with Spain began when thé 
President’s message was read in Congress, 
and thereafter there was no use in pleading 
for peace. But, looking back to the situation 
as it then presented itself to the diplomats 
residing here, it is easy to see why they made 
their fruitless appeal.

Telegram to the Powers. 

In view of the situation thus created the 
representatives of the great powers dis- 
patched the following telegram, which seems 
to me alike modest and unobjectionable and 
permeated with no spirit of hostility what- 
ever to our country: 

The attitude of Congress and the resolution of 
the House of Representatives passed yesterday by 
a large majority leave but little hope of peace, and 
it is popularly believed that the warlike measures 
advocated have the approval of the great powers. 
The memorandum of the Spanish Minister deliv- 


-ered on Sunday appears to me and my colleagues 


to remove all legitimate cause for war. If that 
view should be shared by the great powers, the 
time has arrived to remove the erroneous impression 
which prevails that the armed intervention of the 
United States in Cuba commands, in the words of 
the President’s message, the support and approval 
of the civilized world. It is suggested by the for- 
eign representatives that this might be done by 
the collective expression from the great powers of 
the hope that the United States government would 
give favorable consideration to the memorandum 
of the Spanish Minister of April 10 as offering a 
reasonable basis for amicable settlement, and as 
removing any grounds for hostile intervention 
which may have previously existed. : 


Act Within Rights of Diplomats. 


I repeat that the foregoing telegram seems 
to me to be not only quite within the priv- 
flege of the foreign representatives in com- 
municating with their governments, but I 
can readily appreciate how, from their point 
of view, it seemed to them to be their duty 
to communicate it, for I have never enter- 
tained the slightest doubt that every one 
of the great powers of Europe was at that 


time averse to our making war upon Spain 


to wrest Cuba from her. 

Perhaps Russia had no strong feeling upon 
the subject, as her traditional friendship for 
the United States and the absence of any 
special ground of sympathy with Spain 
would enable her to judge the situation more 
impartially than the other great powers 
could be expected to do; but I am equally 
sure that no one even of the other powers 
ever for one moment entertained the idea of 
intervention by war in behalf of Spain, and 
that all the talk with which we have been 
regaled for the last three years about the 
imminent danger of an armed coalition hos- 
tile to us and which was prevented only by 
the action of the British government is with- 
out a shadow of foundation in fact. 


In Defense of Pauncefote. 
There is just one other remark I wish to 


make, and that is that in view of Lord 


Pauncefote’s long and honorable career as 
the representative of his government to ours 
and of the fact that so far as the public is 
aware he has never used an expression, 
official or unofficial, which was not friendly 
to us, I must beg to continue to believe that 
no such expression can be shown ever to 
have been used by him, and that-you will find 
on fuller investigation that your information 
on that subject is not reliable. His pro- 
longed stay among us has, in my judgment, 
been fruitful only of good to both nations, 
and the termination of that stay cannot be of 
advantage to either of them.

Mme. Ratazzi, whose extraordinary career 
I described in these columns the other day, 
has left three children, one of whom styles 
himself Count Alexis de Solms, and two 
daughters, one of whom is married toa M. 
de Villanova, while the other, Marie Louise 
by name, is still unmarried. The two daugh- 
ters are by her third and Spanish husband, 
the late Sefior de Rute, at one time Under 
Secretary of State at Madrid. and by whom 
she had, when nearly 60 years old, another 
child, who was killed in a carriage acci- 
dent some years ago at Aix-Les-Bains. 

The son is by her first marriage, but I do 
not quite understand how he can call himeelf 
Count de Solms.“ For Mme. Ratazzi's 
first husband, who died here in America, was 
a rich wholesale butcher of 9 name of 
Frederick Solm, without the s to the end 
of the name, and the 3 and noble 
house of Solms has always strongly resent- 
ed and publicly denounced the late Mme. 
Ratazzi’s attempts to convey the impres- 
sion that her first husband had belonged to 
their illustrious clan. 

In relating her many e 1 omitted 
to allude the other day to her association 
with old Schneider, the great iron master of 
Creusot, and who succeeded the late Duc de 
Morny as President of the legislative cham- 
ber at Paris. Schneider, like his master, 
Napoleon III., was fickle in his affaires de 
cceur, and in course of time Mme. Ratazzi, 
who had not at that time become the wife 
of the Italian Premier Ratazzi, found her- 
self supplanted in the multi-millionaire iron 
master’s affections by a magnificently beau- 
tiful creole, Mme. Asselin. Mme. Ratazzi 
revenged herself by writing an extraordinary 
spiteful novel, entitled ‘‘Roman d’Une 
Creole,“ in which not only Mme. Asselin was 
portrayed in the most offensive colors but 
in which, likewise, the great iron master 
Schneider, was depicted in an equally ob- 
jectionable light under the transparent 
pseudonym of Monsieur Tailleur.”” It was 
the publication of this book, and the scandal 
which it created that led Napoleon III. to the 
demand of old Schneider to expel the woman 
who was not long afterwards to become the 
consort of the elderly Premier of Italy. 

Mme. Ratazzi had an unpleasant way of 
using her facile and clever pen against those 
who closed their doors against her, or who 
incurred her ill-will. For when the great 
ladies of the aristocracy of Florence showed 
a disposition to give her the cold shoulder 
on.her coming among them as the wife of 
Premier Ratazzi, she wrote a novel about 
the society of Florence. to which she gave 
the meaning name of Bicheville,”’ in which 
she depicted the patrician women of Florence 
as wholly given up to intrigues of a ques- 
tionable character. 

To the fact that Lisbon treated her in a 
similar fashion we are indebted for the 
equally vitriolic, and yet, withall, amusing 
and witty portrayal of the great world of 
Portugal, under the title of Le Portugal a 
Vol d'Oiseau.“ 

Mme. Asselin, by the bye, of whom I made 
mention above, eventually became part and 
parcel of old Schneider’s household at Paris. 
Old Mme. Schneider and her son occupied 
one wing of the house, Mme. Asselin and her 
two daughters the other wing, while old 
Schneider himself had his apartments in 
the main building. Of course there were 
all sorts of peculiar stories current about 
this strange establishment, and these were 
increased when a marriage was arranged be- 
tween the iron master’s only son Henri and 
Mme. Asselin’s eldest daughter. 

The old man, of whom a wonderful portrait 
will be found in Alphonse Daudet’s well 
known novel, The Nabob,“ died shortly 
after the war, dividing his vast fortune be- 
tween his son and the two daughters of 
Mme. Asselin, the elder of whom was, as I 
have just stated, married to Henri Schneid- 
er. She died in 1872, and Henri Schneider 
thereupon married her * fascinating 
sister. 


Henri schneider has now in turn gone to 
his rest, and it is his eldest son, Eugene, that 
is to say, the grandson of Monsieur Tail- 
leur,“ and of Mme. Asselin, who is now the 
head of the Creusot iron works, which, em- 
ploying many thonsands of men, rival, if 
they do not surpass, those of Krupp in Ger- 
many. The former attachment of the 
Schneider’s to the Napoleonic dynasty has 
given way to an equally complete devotion 
to the royalist cause, though, of course, 
young Eugene Schneider finds it prudent, as 
the head of a great industry, to remain on 
more or less friendly terms with the re- 
publican authorities. 


Lady Troubridge, wheee new play has been

be produced by that dame, is a sister of the 
Countess of Dudley, and, like her, figured 
for a time as saleswoman in a Regent street 
modiste’s establishment, also helping her 
mother, Mrs. Gurney, in the latter’s unsuc- 
cessful venture as a milliner, after the finan- 
cial disaster of her first husband, Charles 
Gurney. The Gurneys belong to one of 
those untitled county. families of England 
which constitute the real British aristocracy. 
The founder of the family was Hugh de 
Gournay, one of the Norman barons, who ac- 
companied William the Conqueror in 1066, 
while among the other ancestors was the 
Thomas de Gournay who murdered King 
Edward II. in such an appalling: manner at 
Berkeley castle by thrusting hot iron bars 
into his body. Mrs. Gurney separated from 


her husband after the scandal which re- 


sulted in his retirement from the old Gurney 
Bank and necessitated the sacrifice of all 
his possessions, and after the marriage of 
her two daughters, one to the Ear! of Dud- 
ley. and the other to Sir Thomas Troubridge, 
had been brought about by Lady Henry 
Somerset and Adeline, Duchess of Bedford, 
she secured a divorce in this country from 
her first husband and is now the wife of Col- 
onel Jack Stracey of the Scotts Gua 

When Laura Gurney married Sir Thomas 
Troubridge King Edward assumed the privi- 
lege until then regarded as somewhat pa- 
rental, of presenting her with a check, in- 
stead of a piece of jewelry by way of a 
wedding gift. Sir Troubridge is 
the fourth baronet of his line, the first 
baronet having been the well known Ad- 
miral, who was the right hand man and 
Captain of Nelson at the battle of the Nile. 
Sir Thomas was formerly in the army, and 
makes his home at Grey Friars, a pretty 
place near Ascot.

Some Inviting Essays. 
Letters on Life.“ By ciaudius © Clear.

Claudius Clear is the name which Dr. W. 
Robertson Nichols uses in connection with a 
series of a kind of essays, literary and other, 
in his own paper, the British Weekly, and 
which have done much to give that journal 
its distinguishing character and singular 
popularity. Out of this series have been se- 
lected and grouped together the twenty-sev- 
en papers contained in this exceedingly at- 
tractive book. 

Dr. Nichol is a man of many gifts and an 


extraordinary capacity for swift, hard work, 


and withal a talent for eliciting, directing, 
and codrdinating the work of others. To be- 
gin with, he is a preacher, though without a 
church. Besides editing the British Weekly 
and the Bookman, he does much other liter- 
ary work. In addition to a somewhat phe- 
nomenal memory, he has the disciplined 
habit of mind which holds its stores of knowl- 
edge and various special faculties always 
ready for seemingly easy and instant use. 
His quick and penetrating literary discern- 
ment has made him the practical discoverer 
of a number of writers.who have since, in 
part through his timely helping, become 
widely known to fame. 

In these Claudius Clear papers the author’s 
literary qualities of thought and of style ap- 
pear at their best. There is a sureness of 
insight, acute observation—the disciplined 
freedom as of an expert, and as of one who 
delights in his work—a good deal of a subtle 
humor, apparent facility, and abounding in- 
stances of felicity, alike in the thought and 
the expression, which are often as pleasingly 
surprising as would be bits of genuine wit. 


For any one who is making for himself a
